Up 
the bill went the Prussians, and there, 
beforn tho chateau, the order to halt 
was given. 
The old soldier had seen 
their coming and bud prepared, accord­ 
ing to his own ideas, to receive them. 
From an upper window waved the col­ 
ors of France, and as ono of the Prus 
eiau officers started to enter the bouse 
to learn the meaning of this hostile dis­ 
play he was met by the old man, who 
had dressed bim.^elf iu bis ancient uni­ 
form and stood, sword iu baud, iu the 
ceuter of tho room. 


“ Ah, Prussian pig,” exclaimed be, 
drawing his sword, “ draw and defend 
yourself, or I will hew you dowuf 
No 
Prussian ever yet entered my bouse, nor 
iball while I live.” 


Hia brave words seemed almost ridic- 
nlous when ono looked at bis white 
locks and shaking baud. 
The Prussian 
oHlcer smiled at the thought of a sword 
combat with him and would probably 
have withdrawn, leaving the old man 
n peace, bad not an overzealous soldier, 
thinking tbut bis officer was iu danger, 
rushed iu and bayoneted tbo old man as 
be stood. 


Tbe mistake was uufortanate. but tho 
Prussian command could not aiiord to 
waste time over a singlo dead French­ 
man. Tbe bouse was fired, the soldiers 
marched on. and by tbe time tbe rear 
of tbe column disappeared over tbe next 
hill little but a heap of smoking ashes 
was left on the spot where tbe old cha- 
tean bad stood. 


Bnt tbe boy Charles, standing there 
beside tbe ashes of bis father, sworo to 
be revenged upon tho Prussians. From 
that moment he was a man. 


On tbe afternoon of the day on which 
tbo Prussians marched through Bois.le- 
Doo Charles learned from the villagers 
tbe whereabouts of tbe nearest body of 
French soldiers and set of¥ to join them. 


It was soon discovered that the 
gtrange, silent lad was a valuable mem­ 
ber of the company on account of his 
knowledge of woodcraft and bis abso* 
late fearlessness. 
Important scouting 
duty way intrusted to him, and after a 
time be became the captain of the most 
daring of all tbe bands of tbe franc- 
tireur. His little company was a con­ 
stant aggravation to tbe Prussians. 


One afternoon» shortly after tbe seo* 
ond visit of tbe Prussians to Bois*le 
Duo, little Marie Duret was alone iu 
her parents' cottage while they were at 
work iu the fields.

When this production of his pen and 
braiu had been carefully scrutinized, 
our caligraphist composed another short 
letter, which stated that tho bearer was 
Mr. Lamorock, tho representative of 
Congletou ¿c Oo. He then went out and 
bought half a dozen Havana cigars, four 
of which he steamed open and unrolled.
